Justices of the Peace. 

It is, perhaps, unfortunate 
that the election ot the justices 
of the peace come at a time when 
the minds of the voters are in- 
tent on the election of the offices 
that are accounted more import- 
ant. We too often lose sight of 
the fact that the office of justice 
of the peace is one that carries | 
with it large responsibilities and i 
should be filled by the bestqunli-J 
fied men of the district. 

Under the Kentucky laws the i 
justices of the peace, constitut- 1 
ing the fiscal court, are the sole j 
arbiters of the county’s finances. , 
They pass on the amount of tax- 
es to be collected, the purposes 
for which it is to be expended 
1 and have absolute control of the 
county’s business. This office is 
a responsible one with the re- 
muneration so small that the 
best equipped men of the distsict 
are seldom aRptrants fWr the Jot, 
not wanting to sacrifice thd time 
to the attending to the duties re- 
quired by the position. We need 
more of the spirit that actuates 
people of Great Britain. In that 
country the members of the 
House of Commons— correspond- 
ing to our national House of Rep- 
serve without pay, 
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women in our classes to see | 
higher and better the things that i 
lie "over the hill.” 

We see the May examination 
coming on steadily and sure but 
it has no terrors for the Nor- 
malites who are now working day 
and night to see how high they 
can push their grades. It is not 
so much a matter of getting a 
certificate with them now but it is 
to see how good a one and how 
high the grade will be.

This teachers train- 
ing has been our work for a 
great number of years and we 
feel that we understand the 
things necessary to help pupils 
through. We never want any 
of our pupils to get a higher 
grade than they deserve; for It 
hurts when they do, but we are 
always glad and rejoice with 
them when they succeed after 
working hard to merit it. We 
believe in hard work on the part 
of both teacher or pupil regard- 
less of the wear and tear of cloth- 
es and the soiling of lily-white 
hands. Whenever the whole 
school is imbued with the spirit 
of work, then ignorance and sup- 
erstition fade like mist before the 
sun. We only have a short time 
in which you will have a chance to 
visit us and we would like for all 
the town to see our work before 
we close, for it looks now that 
when we close hero it will be a 
long ride to visit us in our next 
school work.

Rye Is sown broadcast at the rate p,( 
two bushels per acre, the seed being 
covered by a spring tooth harrow. The 
hay made from tills rye is readily eat- 
en by the stock, but a part of It Is used 
for bedding. Tlireo of the twelve sub- 
divisions of the form are thus devoted 
regularly to rye iu winter and lute corn 
in summer. Oats and peas are some- 
times sown In early spring on laud 
sown iu rye the previous full, the rye 
iieiug turned under In spring. Some- 
times n piece of corn land is left bare 
duriug the winter und sown to oats 
and pens the next spring. Grass is oc- 
casionally sown ou land from which 
soiling corn hns been cut. One small 
Held was devoted to oats and liens for 
several years nud then put down in 
grass, to he followed by corn. Oats 
and peas do not lit very well Into the 
cropping systems followed on any of 
these small flelds. They must be sown 
in enti.v spring und uro ott enrly In 
July, yet they yield so much nutritious 
hay or soiling material Unit a small 
area Is usually grown. 

The method of handling manure on 
this farm can tie used only ou farms 
ou which stock Is kept in stalls. Be 
hlml each row of cows Is n gutter 
eighteen inches wide nud seven Inches 
deep. These gutters bavo no outlets. 
They nre thoroughly cleaned dally. 
(The whole barn Is disinfected twice 
a week, and the Interior Is frequently, 
whitewashed.) When cleaned the gut- 
iors are sprinkled with ashes or dry 
dirt to absorb what moisture map be 
present. During the day n quantity of 
absorbent, consisting of leaf mold, 
rotten sod. etc., is placed Iu them. 
Much goiter ‘ends near a door. The 
J manure Is lifted from tho gutter Into 
I a cart backed up to tho door. The

The owner, a minister with no pre- 
vious cxiH*rlenco In farming, hns reud 
whatever agricultural literature has 
been available. The writer has never 
«eeu a farm on which system Is more 
pronounced a feature. A peculiar fea- 
ture of tho management is that each 
of the principal operations Is perform- 
ed ou u tixed day each succeeding year 
or ns near to it ns tho weather will per- 
mit. Tlie farm Is more nearly Imlo- 
peadeni of the weather than any other 
soil tho writer has ever seen. 

The farm Is strictly a dairy farm, 
the only products regularly sold being 
milk and a few bend of young cattle 
each year. The cows nre niulnly reg- 
istered Jerseys, not only pure bred, but 
troll bred. Scrupulous cleanliness is 
observed. 

. One man nnd n boy do the labor of 
the farm, except In hay harvest and 
during tlie cutting of silage, but these 
have nil they can do. Ou u farm of tills 
size, with high priced land, pastures 
are out of tlie question. There Is not 
even n barn lot. The thirty bond of 
■took remain In the burn the year 
round. 

' The writer has never seeu a thriftier, 
better kept herd of cows. They aro 
fed balanced rations every day In the 
year. Every feed consists of three 
parts, A portion of It is some succu- 
lent material— slinge In winter und rye.

mer. A second portion consists of dry 
bay or fodder. Tills Is used to give 
the manure proper consistency tirnl 
adds much to the convenience of car- 
ing for the cows.

Preparation, Planting and Culti-li 

vation of The Corn Field. 

The wet spring and the hold- I 
ing on of cold weather is causing 1 
farmers much uneasiness about 1 
corn planting, and, as a result, j 
may lead to much corn being put fl 
into the ground before the soil is | 
thoroughly prepared to receive | 
the seed. This practice would 9 
prove to be a mistake. Ordina- g 
rily, with proper care and culti- y 
vation, no serious concern over 
results need be had if corn is j 
planted in Kentucky any time 
between April 25th and Maj 
26th. 

In preparing clay soils for corn, 
especial care should be taken noth 
to work the land when so wet j 
thatjouddling will take place or 1 
that baking will follow. The ■ 
disk harrow is generally the best' 
tool to follow the plow and after j 
this some form of smoothing har- 
row should be used, repeating 
the harrowing until a smooth 
and very finely pulverized with a 
roller, or sometimes a good drag 
may do this work well. It should 
be added that each day plowing 
should be sufficiently worked and 
smoothed on the same day to pre- 
. vent the evaportion of soil mois- 
ture which will he much needed 
later by the corn crop. The ex- J 
tra work of unhitching from the 
plow and hitching to the harrow 
will be more than compensated 
by beneficial results to the crop 
and the greater ease of get- 
ting the grqpnd in good condi- 
tion. 

The best time to plant corn— 
the seed bed being well prepar- 1 
ed— is whenever the soil is warm | 
enough and moist enough to in- 
sure quick germination of the 
seed. According to Hunt in 
‘'The Cereals in America” the 
temperature at which maize will 
germinate most rapidly is from 
91 to 93 F. Probably in practice 
field corn is nearly always plant- 
ed before the soil has reached this 
temperature, hut the time of 
planting should he sufficiently 
late at least to escape all danger 
from freeing and frost. The 
old time notion that the changes 
of the moon have some bearing 
upon successful corn growing is
